PORTERVILLE 
Participation by nine irrigation 
districts in the Kern County 
Water Agency’s cross ‘valley 
canal will result in 128,000 acre 
feet of “new” water becoming 
available to these districts, 
including almost 80,000 acre 
feet to Tulare county districts 
On an average annual basis. 

Bill Alexander, engineer for 
the Lower Tule Irrigation 
District and consultant to other 
districts, told Porterville 
Rotarians, Tuesday, that this 
water will provide immediate 
help in water deficient areas but 
“we must have far more water” 
to compensate for current 
overdraft of underground water 
and to stop land subsidence in 
the southwestern area of Tulare 
county.

While the water was 
always completely disinfected, it 
was possible during the night 
that too much chlorine would be 
added when flows were very 
low. This adversely affects taste. 
The proportioner has now been 
repaired: and the residual 
chlorine is kept well, below the 
taste detection level and the 
water is always completely 
disinfected.

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hundred O.H. students from 
both Porterville and Monache 
High schools who both use these 
facilities. Approximately a 
fourth of the students are from 
the Monache campus and 
approximately 40 percent are 
girls. 

Sponsored by the Porterville 
Garden club, the O.H. club is 
extra-curricular and is open. to 
all ornamental. horticulture 
students from both high schools. 
They sponsor several educational 
programs and tours during the 
year, as well as enter exhibits in 
the State, County, and 
Porterville fairs. They enter 
citrus and O.H. FFA judging 
teams in many local and state 
field days and judging contests. 
Each graduating senior with at 
least a B average in agriculture 
will receive a scholarship at the 
end of the year. 

In these new facilities 
students have developed several 
hundred varieties which run into 
thousands of plants. Each fall all 
plants are started new. 


Instruction starts with a student . 


planting from seed, or 
propagating from. slips or 
cuttings. The student learns how 
to take little plants from flats to 
individual containers in the 
propagating center where he also 
learns the necessity of keeping 
temperature, humidity, fertilizer 
requirements, and pests under 
close control. 

From this point, in a series of 
steps, the individual plant goes 
into saran or is shade housed in 
various size containers. The

plants are kept here until they 
are ready for the outdoors and 
then its final transfer from the 
nursery to the landscaped yard, 
or into large tub specimens. 

Each fall the O.H. club pays 
the cost of plants with money 
earned the previous year in a 
nursery practices unit. Many of 
the plants grown there are used 
for landscaping on the various 
campuses of the school district, 
or are donated to other teachers 
in the system to use as a part of 
their instructional program. 

In addition to learning about 
plants by growing them, the 
students also receive instruction 
in landscaping, the names and 
characteristics of the different 
species, how to use each in their 
proper setting, and how to 
evaluate quality plants. 

Some sixty of the O.H. 
students have plant projects at 
home and many have earned 
numerous ribbons and a 
substantial amount of money at 
fairs from them. Students 
extend a “warm invitation” to 
all interested persons to visit the 
ornamental horticulture facility 
during the open house dates. To 
receive more information, call 
784-7000 ext.

Some 
of the landmarks found within 
this area are Kennedy meadows, 
Monache mountain, Beach 
meadows and Black Rock 
station. 

The Forest will be preparing

“secured 128,000 acre feet of 
water from the Bureau of 
Reclamation, then entered into a 
trade agreement. with the 
Arvin-Edison Water Storage 
district in Kern county. 

Through this agreement, the 
128,000 acre feet of water goes 
to the Arvin-Edison district, but 
Friant-Kern canal water to 
which this district has title in 
Millerton lake is traded to the 
nine participating districts which 
pick it up out of the Friant-Kern 
canal. 

Alexander pointed out that 
while some irrigation districts in 
the southern San Joaquin valley 
do not now ‘suffer from a 
lowering water. table, there is 
still an underground water 
overdraft generally, with about a 
million more acre feet of water 
being pumped than is going 
underground - a figure that has 
not changed much in the last 25 
years even though the Central 
Valley project has brought in 
additional water. 

Constant development of 
agricultural land and increased 
water use for other purposes

contributes to the overdraft. 

In southern Tulare county, 
overdraft of ground water has 
resulted in land subsidence in a 
400,000 acre area, Alexander 
said, with a 3% foot subsidence 
in the Pixley area. 

As for the long-time solution. 
to water problems, Alexander 
said that completion of the 
Eastside project is the key, but 
he was not optimistic about its, 
development in the near future. 

He said that a cross valley 
canal, with tie-in canals in the 
northern end of the San Joaquin 
valley, is being considered to 
bring state project water to the 
east side. 

The cross valley canal in Kern 
county has just been bid, with 
this $17,000,000 project to be 
completed in 500 days under 
terms of the construction 
contract, 

This means that by 1976 
cross valley canal water may be 
coming into Tulare county, 
according to Alexander. He 
pointed out that use of the cross 
valley canal will progressively 
increase, and that by the end of 
20 years, canal capacity will be 
insufficient to carry the added 
water supply year-around, so it 
will be necessary by then to
